paſle of ſuch a Quantity of yezrs , God alwayes divulged his Counſets, and 
maniteſted what he purpoſed ſhould be wrought among rhe children of men. 
So that in conſidering the 4dmirable conſent. and agreement” of Times by 
things paſt, we may probably conjeQure of things ro come. From the 
Creation-to the Floud was 1656 years : the Floud was a ſign of the Con- 
ſummarion of all thoſe things which are to be fulfilled before the concluſion 
_ of rime. Anno Chriſti 1656, letthe Church of God expe& with joy and 
comfort, the ating of the firſt Scene of the Tragedies of all thoſe European 
Kingdoms , which have been implacable Perſecutours of the Golpel of 
| Chriſt. The whole Government of Moſes ( who was a ſecond Noah to the 
Church) is a ſhadow of the Kingdom of Chriſt. The Law continued in 
force 1529 years to the Paſſion of Chriſt : But 1598 years»to the Deſtru- 
Qion of the Temple by Titys : The DeſtruQion of the Temple by Titus was 
according to the accompt of Diowſuus Exiguus, A.C.69. From thence rec- 
kon the Nnmber of 1598 years, and you come to A- 1667 3 which is the 
year which ſhall ſmoke with the aſcending up of the Flames which conſume 
the Kingdom of the Beaſt. From the Nativity of Chriſt ro his Re-nati- 
vity in the preaching of his Goſpel by Luther and other eminent Miniſters 
are 1517 years: And from the beginning of the Reign of the Maccabees un- 
till the Birth of Chriſt are 169 years : Put theſe two ſums togerher, and 
you come to Anno 1686, in which God having 18 years before enlightned 
the eyes of thoſe who for almoſt 2000 years have fit in darknefſe, and in the 
ſhadow of death, and having laid the Kingdom of the Beaſt and the talſe 
Prophet in the lowelt duſt, ſhall bring that people into the boſome of the 
true Church, which wirhin 1 3 years after ſhall deliver his children from all 
adverſity.

Earth,muſt be underſtood { as I touched betore ) of a Fifth Monarchy ye: 
to come, in which, by the Converſion of the Jews and fulneſte of rhe Gen- 
tiles the Goſpel ſhall ſhine in m3jeſty over all Kingdoms upon Earth. 

T hirdly,It the rejzeion and diiperſton of the Jews were to be in the fourth 
Monarchy, as is apparent by Gen.49.10. and Numb.24.24. thcn was their 
converſion not to be till the beginning of the fifth,and rowards the end of the 
World, as is manifeſt by the Apoſtle, Rom.11.25. But the firit is true and 
theretore the latter alſo. 

Fourthly,the converſion and reſtauration of the Jews to their antient In- 
hericances in the holy Land { which Exckz hath (© largely defcribed in his 
twelve laſt Chapters ) and the glorious telicity of the Goſpel of Chrilt prc- 
ceeding from their converſion, muſt either be in the fourth Monarchy, or 
not untill the fifth. Bur in the fourth Monarchy it cannot be, for among 
the Turks the Jews are kept in extream lavery, Idolatry and tgnorance : and 
under the Papacy they are not permitted to ule the new Teſtament ( by 
which only they muſt be ſaved) and befides they are (o inraged againft 
Chriſtianity, by the Papiſts Image-worſhip, that there is a flat impoMbil; ty 
( much lefle any hopes ) of their converſion, ſo long as either the Turkiſh 
Empire or the Papacy Rands in force. Ergs their converſion and reftauwa- 

tion cannot be, till both Turk and Pope eternally be deſtroyed, and ſo the 
fourth Monarchy finally ended. OE 


Thus having delivered the reaſons of a fifth Monarchy, IT come to deſcribe 


Merlin, and by Grebner. - 
Firlt of Aſerlin. Many Scholars have often diſputed what Merlin ſhould 


and his, which go under his name, or not : how he came by them, and laſt-

It hath fared with Merlin, as with Toſtatas in Spain, and many Learned in

He was an exctllem Afrolozer 
and a great Chymiſt : fo that many think thoſe Prophecies, that are like his, 
wo be dcduRted from no more then natural reatun.
